While this is only the second ‘yea 
the combine hag been in use in the 
Bassano district, it has already es- 
tablished the reputation of being a 
practical and economical method of 
harvesting the grain. It looks as 
though the combine has come to stay 
The financial investment entailed in 
the purchase of a combine is consid- 
erable, and is. probably a profitable 
investment only for those who farm 
a large acreage Of land, or who could 
handle the crops on neighboring 
farms after harvesting their own, 

The combine goes over the field, 
| cutting and threshing the grain as it 
goes along, thus eliminating the cost 
of twine and wages for stooking, The 
cost of threshing as under hg old 
| method ig also greatly reduced by 
| combining cutting and threshing in- 
| to one operation, two men doing the 
work. : . 

To harvest.a crop with a combine 
the grain must be uniformly ripened 
over the whole field. It cannot be 
harvested wheh.. spotted with green 
patches. During the two years dur- 
ing which thé combine has been 
used in the Bassano district, no 
| difficulty has been encountered with 
partly ripe grain. Whether the com- 
bine can be successfully used every 


"| year yet remaing to be seen. 


If the combine proves successful 
in this district it will be an import- 
ant factor In making it possible to 
profitably farm certain argas that 
might otherwis@ yield only a meagre 
return.
